?dinor improvements have been made at 
the Fair Grounds. The track has been re- 
soiled .and banked on the turns recently and 
new quarters for the racing secretary and 
j(M*key.s erected. Heavy rains last nijiht and 
this morninR have wrouRht damaRC to the 
track and washed the new top dressins down 
to the inner rail, makinR that part of the 
track a quaRmire. .V larpe force of men 
wa.s put to werk in an effort to opeti up 
drainaRe. but it is unlikely that a fast track 
will he here before the end of the week. 

The class of horses that will furnish the 
sport for the eleven days of the meetinR will 
bo better than those which .took part in the 
raciiiR here last sprinR. W. M. Cain, who 
has Harry B., Golden Floss, Tan Son and 
other useful jEerformers, has jErobably the 
lai-Rcst strinR here. As stable room is at a 
premium, larRe fiehls should be seen at the 
l>ost in the majority of the races.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. March 19.— John F. 
Schorr will «-ome to the races in Maryland 
with a considerable strinR of horses. He is 
one of the BenninR colony and most of the 
IhorouRhbreds in his care are well advanced 
in thetr prep.aration for the sprinR season. 

-As formerly, most of the hoises in the 
care of Schorr will race under the silks of 
Edward B. McHean, but in the strinR of 
twenty he has three belonRinR to Cornelius 
Fellowes and one. So It Goes, that will ra<'e 
under the silks of Mrs. S. A. Clopton, widow 
of the late trainer. 

In the McLean strinR there are ten two- 
year-olds. mainly bred by Mr. McLean, who 
has established a thorouRhbretl farm of rap- 
idly RrowiuR importance in VirRinia. The 
others in this division are the five-year-old 
CaliRula. the four-year-old Dream of Allah 
.and the three-year-old Comixa, Giarre, I’en- 
non and NoPl. 

This last named colt was a particul.arly 
promisiiiR twc.-year-t>ld. but dui iuR last year 
an illness left him “touched in the wind.” 
He has underRone an operation, performed 
by Dr. B. .1. McCully, and it proved entirely 
succe.ssful. Dr. McCully has had uncanny 
success with the same operation on many 
another Rood horse and it is confid«'ntly 
expected that Noel will be one of the stars 
of the stable this season. 

lIorRan, one of the two-year-olds in the 
strinR, has been counted with the others. bi:t 
as a matter of fact he is still in Kentuck.v. 
He was purchased at a hiRh price on re- 
markable trials ho had shown and it is 
probable that he will he the be.st of the 
juveniles to bear the McLean silks. 

! The three in the Fellowes strinR are the 
four-year-old filly May Blossom, a two-yeac- 
old filly and a two-year-old colt. 

So It Goe.s, the ReldinR that is bciriR 
trained for Mrs. Clopton. is a foAir-year-old.

S.AX DIEGO, Cal.. March’ 19. — “Beat Blanc 
Seing in the Kentucky Derby and take the 
money.” 

These were the joyous remarks of William 
Daniel of Chicago, proud owmer of Blanc 
Seing, a.s he witnessed his strapping colt 
triumph in the Tijuana Derby by a half a 
length over Harry Payne WTiitney’s Spot 
Cash. 

Before a crowd which filled every avail- 
able space in the big Mexican course these 
two colts fought it out tooth and nail. What 
a race it was ! 

A veritable gale blew during the afternoon 
and all thought of a track record being 
broken in the event was forgotten by the 
time the field of nine answered the call of 
the bugle. Yet in the face of this high wind 
Blanc Seing won his victory in the good time 
of 1 :.52>4. which is but one-fifth of a second 
slower than the mark held jointly by War 
Musk and Ten Buttons. 

HOW DERBY WAS KUX. 

The start was a good one. with Knighthood, 
whicli w.as coupled in the betting with Spot 
(-'ash and Tassel as the Bostwick-Whitney 
entry, cutting out the pace. Taking the first 
turn Knighthood led by an open length, with 
Blanc Seing and Spot Ca.‘:h next in attend- 
ance. By the time the half-mile post had 
been reached jockey Merimee, who had been 
restraining Blanc Seing, sent him to the 
front. .-Vt his throatlatch raced Spot Cash, 
with the crafty E. Fator in the saddle. Then 
tlie battle bi'Ran. Muzzle to muzzle raced 
tlu'se two gamesters. Around the far turn 
and lliKi into the stretch they came, with 
Merimee huRging the inside rail and saving 
every inch of Rround. Down the straight- 
away they thundered far in advance of their 
competitor.s. Passing the paddock gate it 
appeared as if superior jockey.ship would 
tell the tale. But such was not the case. 
Blanc Seing was being ridden admirably and 
so wa.s Spot ('ash. Twenty yards out Blanc 
Seing seemed to put one supreme effort to 
his task and inch hy inch he drew away 
from his opponent and passing the finishing 
line he showed a half a length to the good. 
Spot ('ash wa.s easily second best, being six 
lengths in front of Prince Tii Tii, which had 
little difficulty in passing the tiring Knight- 
hood. 

Blanc Seing. a chestnut son of North Star 
HI. and Bed of Roses, drew down the sum 
of $6,32.’> a.s tlie winner’s share of the ricii 
prize. William Daniel, in whose colors the 
horse races, wa.s elated over the colt’s game 
victory .and remarked after the race that he 
lias already placed a substantial wager in the 
future books oil Blanc Seing to win the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Tliunderous as w.a.s the applause for the 
winner of the Derby it was Init a faint ec-lio 
to tliat wliich went up as Abadane passed 
the judges a winner in the seventh race, a 
handicap at one mile and a ejuarter. Witli 
i:;o pounds as his crushing impost Abadane 
set the pace to run the distance in 2:0r>>4. 
whicli equals the mark made by Breeze with 
113 pounds several .seasons back. Abadane’s 
laurels were gained after a most grueling 
struggle in whicli he was forced to a quarter 
mile drive to withstand tlie rush of the 
lightly weighted John Paul Jones. Tlie lat- 
ter looked like a winner midway in the 
stretch, but Abadane never flinched while 
being puni.shed with whip and steels and at 
the end tlie best part of his shapely body 
showed to advantage over the eastern thor-

Harry F. Sinclair, member of New York’s 
racing commission, and owner of the power- 
ful Rancocas Stable, whose rise in racing 
has been rapid, has, ever since he became a 
votary of the sport, cherished a burning am- 
tiition to win a Kentucky Derby. All sports- 
men develop that yearning. 

Two years ago Sinclair was supremely 
confident he would win a Derby with Inch- 
cape, a California colt for w’hich he had jc.aid 
$115,000 in the summer of 1920, or, Itichcapo 
failing, with Grey Lag. He had paid $50,000 
for Grey Lag in the autumn of 1920 imme- 
diately after that chunky, short-necked son 
of Star Shoot and Miss Minnie won tho 
('hampagne Stakes at Belmont Park under 
the* silks of Max Hirsch, his discoverer and 
developer. 

But Inchcape, which suffered a succession 
of misadventures immediately after he came 
into the Sinclair stable, did not train. Grey 
Lag trained well at Rancocas Farm in New 
Jersey in March and April and Samuel C. 
Hildreth, the Sinclair trainer, was full of 
hope when he sent him to Churchill Uown.e 
in the charge of David Leary. Grey Lag, 
undoubtedly, would have been the Derliy 
favorite over Bella ve Yourself and Black 
Servant, Trj-ster and Prudery, Leonardo II. 
and Bon Homme if lie liad gone to the post. 
His final work was positively dazzling. But 
Grey Lag’s hoofs are brittle. In that last 
trial he shed a iilate and was so lame Derby 
day I.eary had to bring him home. 

(iUKY LAB’S .l-YKAU-OLD SUCCF.S.S. 

AVhnt Grey I.ag might have done if he 
had started l)i*canie aiiparent later on. He 
proved himself easily tlie tliree-year-olil 
champion of tlie Ivast and, last year, held 
all his four-year-old opponents .safe. 

.V. twelvemonth back Sinclair was sanguine 
that he had an jeven better Derby prospect 
tlian (Jrey Lag in Kai-Saiig. But that gn>at 
son of 'The Finn fell ill of inihienza in early 
May. AVliat Kai-Sang might have done in 
the Derby of last May may be guessi^d from 
his victory last SeptemhcT at Bcimoirt Park 
in tlie I.awri*nce Rc'ulization over Buntin.g 
and RockminisI ^r. Some f ;ur or fiv<* weeks 
after Kai-Saiig defeatc**! him in tlie Rt*aliz;i- 
zation Rockminister won tlie fourth Latoni.-i 
Championsliip. beating tlie brilliant Lucky 
Hour and clipping a full second off Exter- 
minator’s .American record for a mile tliree- 
quarters and equaling the English Pommern’s 
world’s record of 2:55 3-5. 

Zev, son of ’The Finn and Miss Kearney 
and half brother of .Veddam and War Mask ; 
Bud Lerner, son of The Finn .and Dream- 
•some, scion of tliat stout -Vinerican line f.f 
Maria West, with Exterminator. Ben Brush, 
Martingale, Cock o’ the Walk, Goldo;i Broom, 
etc.; Rigel, son of Biillot and Picton’s Pride, 
and ('oeiir de Lion, son of Fair I’hiy :inil 
(’otironne de l.anrior. are the thrce-year-cld.s 
at Rancocas that are being prepared for the 
valuable stakes to be decided in the spring. 
-And Zev and Bud 1 erner are just now the 
itancocas Derby hoiies. 

ZKV’S SARATOGA FORM. 

Zev. one of the heroes of the Saratog.a 
meeting of last .August, wa.s, last fall, con- 
siclered in many ciuarters as good as any 
two-year-old that showed. Po.«sibly he wa.s. 
There were intervals when he aptiearecl to 
have a little something on most of liis rivals. 
His speecl was astonishing and he eanie by 
it honestly, for he is of the Liniily of Domino, 
Correction, Hamlnirg, .Audacious and A'ankc*,. 

Beginning .August 5 he won five races ii» 
a row. He lieat Wilderness and Nass;in on 
a muddy track and Ihichautment and Dun- 
lin in fast going, covering five-eiglitiis lii 
39. Then he defi*aled Biicl T.erner, Dunlin, 
Martingale, Wilderni*ss and Gosliawk in tile 
$P),000 (Irancl I'nion Hotel Stakes and finally 
he .shouldered 12cl iiioinils to win the .Alliany 
Handicat) from Vigil, Boys Believe Me and 
Cherry I’ic*. 

He wa.s lie.aten in the rich Hopeful hy T>un- 
lin and Gosliawk. hut he p;icked 1.30 ]>ouiids 
with Goshawk and conceded fifti*en to Dun- 
lin. He failed to c*oncede eiglit pounds to 
the amazing Sally’s .Allt*y in the Belmont 
Park Fuliirity, hut he did lieat AA'ilderiiess, 
I'yelops, Blos.som Tim**, Gosliawk and Mar- 
tingale and Seven or eight othei's. Zev 
passed out after the Belmont Park Fiitnitty. 
He injured a foot and eould not be tmined 
for tlie 5S0.0OO Maryland Futurity. Zc*v luid 
more speed than Kai-Saiig showed in 1921. 
AA’lic'tlier he will train on, of course, is 
problematical. But Hildreth, most sagacious 
of trainers, believes he will. 

tC’oulinuecl uu itucoucl paiic.) 
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Fof the 6rst day all winter there was no 
racing on this side of the world Monday. The 
Jefferson Park meeting came to a close Satur- 
day, and Sunday and Monday were off days 
to enable the horsemen to move their racing 
strings over to Mobile. At both Havana and 
Tijuana there is no Monday racing. 

Since Havana and Tijuana have come into 
winter racing there has been almost continu 
ous racing through the winter months and. 
now that Mobile has become a part of the 
regular circuit, there is more employment 
closer home for the horses that race in the 
South in the cold months. 

Time was when the Washington Jockey 
Club at Benning was an excellent stop-gap 
between New Orleans and New York, while 
Hot Springs, Nashville and Memphis filled in 
the early spring dates of the horsemen who 
raced later on in Kentucky. With the pass- 
ing of Benning as a race course, there has 
come great growth to the Maryland circuit 
that makes the move up the Atlantic seaboard 
an easy and profitable one. No tracks have 
taken the place of Oaklawn, Nashville and 
Memphis, but Lexington has taken on in- 
creased importance and its opening in April 
does not mean much lost time after the win- 
ter campaign. 

It is regretted that Benning no longer has 
its race meeting and that Hot Springs, Nash- 
ville and Memphis have passed, but the pres 
ent succession of meetings gives horses ample 
employment all through the year, even if Mon- 
day was an idle day for the stables. 



The entries in the Inaugural Handicap, which 
will bo the opening feature of the Southern 
Maryland Association’s meeting at Bowie, will 
close March 28. The Bowie meeting is to 
open Monday, April 2, so that the closing date 
L« just five days before the race. 

The late closing is popular with the horse 
men and it always results in a good field of 
starters. Joseph McLennan has always so 
friimed his stakes, when it was possible, and 
large fields and excellent contests testify to 
the efficacy of such a plan. \Mii!c the num 
her of nominatioas may not come up to what 
would be received with an earlier closing, it 
is certain that the percentage of starters from 
the nominations is always greater. 

When a horse is entered for a race just 
five days before its decision the owner ha.'; 
a line on his candidate that induces the entry. 
Tliat horse will go to the post nine times 
out of ten unless an accident keeps it from 
meeting the engagement. Pecretary McLen- 
nan ha.s carried out the «aiue idea with the 
other .spring stake races at Bowie. The Capi- 
tol Handicap, which is to be run Saturday, 
.April 7, does not close until the Tlmrsda.v 
before, while the Prince George’s Handicap 
for .April 14 closes on April 11. 

This is the same plan that has been fol 
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lowed out by Mr. McLennan at New Orlean-s 
for the past eight years and it has proved suc- 
cessfuL From an average of thirty nomina- 
tions there has always been a big list of 
starters and this means that the horsemen 
have not been burdened with forfeits on horses 
that did not belong in such races. 

The victory of Amole in the I.«uisiana Deiiiy 
must have been gratifying to both James But- 
ler and Major August Belmont. Major Bel- 
mont bred Vulcain, the sire of this colt, and 
Mr. Butler bought him at the Henry T. Ox- 
nard estate sale. It was the late Henry T. 
Oxnard that bred the colt. 

Vulcain is a son of Rock Sand and Lady of 
the Vale, by Rayon d’Or, and was bred in 
France bj" Major B.^lmont, who also bred his 
dam. With limited opportimities he has 
proved himself a successful stock horse and 
is a valuable addition to Mr. Butler’s East 
View farm and to thoroughbred breeding in 
the stale of New York. There are few stock 
horses that can boast of better blood lines and, 
being only thirteen years old at this time, he 
should have many years of usefulness before 
him. 

William Daniel's Blanc Seing. winner on 
Sunday of the Tijuana Derby, at a mile and an 
eighth, was the only two-year-old in Now York 
racing last year to beat older horses over a 
considerable distance. Blanc Seing won a mile 
dash in 1 :40 at Empire City, October 27, and 
defeated such useful horses as Emotion, Nose 
Dive, Cirrus, Modo and Flannel Shirt, giving 
thereby a certificate of his ability to stay well. 

The colt is a chestnut son of North Star III. 
and Bed of Roses, by Cunard, and was bred 
by hxlward R. Bradley at the Idle Hour Stock 
Farm. The two Tijuana victories of this colt 
would tend to show that racing him against 
older horses while he was a two-year-old at 
least worked him no injury. It has been con- 
tended by some good judges that two year 
olds should not be put to such a test and, in 
fact, that they should not be raced over a 
greater distance than seven eighths at any 
time while in their tw'o year-old season.

(9f course, Ave a.ssented and the following 
morning witli the amiable Mr. Berryman 
we i)r<K;efdeil to the nnrsety that Mr. AA’liit- 
ney iias recently established. Mr. AVhitney’s 
immense iioldings, including over one hundred 
lirood marcs, exceeded the accommodation 
of Itis Brookdale Farm itt New .lersey and 
compelled him to find an outlet. Broomstick, 
Whisk Broom II. and .Jolircn are kept at 
Biookdale Avilh the greater portion of the 
m.ares, but some fifty are quartered at tiie 
Kentucky farm with seven of tlie stallionts. 
The farm joins tliat of Mr. AVidener, hence 
we Avere soon tliere, and .Mr. Haines, the 
stud master, jiroceeded to sIiow us the 
stallioibs. Our party consisted of the ^le.ssrs.

Meeting— Southland Stable and S. N. Holman Largest 
Winners Among the Owners — Amole Leads 
the Horses and Harvey the Jockeys 

Witli the running of the $10,000 added Ixniisiana Derhy on Saturday, March IT. the 
spring meeting of the JefTerson I’arish Fair Association came to a .successful end with the 
iargest crowd in the history of the track in attendance. There were twenty-eight days of 
racing and 168 race.s decided, the total money distribution amounting to $137,980, a daily 
average of $4,927. 

The Southland Stable, by 5'irtue of the unexpected success of Amole in the Derby, is 
the largest money winner among tlie owners. The real leader in point of raee.s won is 
S. N. Holman, whose horses accounted for six races and $.'>.004. Others who fared well are 
W. M. f’ain, Ij. I.iebling, M. H Maliler, J. U. Skinkcr, (’. T. Worthington and G. Drumhellcr. 

Amoie, in capturing the rich I-ouisiana Derby, provided the outstanding surprise of the 
meeting and e.amed for his owner tiie substantial .>=um of $9,294. This give.s him first place 
among tlie winning horses, of whicli the following also figured importantly in the racing: 
Uarracuda. Oanyon, Chiva, Duke John, Kdward Gray, tlondolier, Calcutta, Hermis Kemble, 
High Gust. Mavoiirneon, May Robert-s, My Reverie. Neddam, Orcus, Parader, Ramkin, Saddle 
and Hoots, Setting Sun, Sir Thomas Kean and Vennie. 

B. Harvey carried off the saddle honors of the meeting, riding fifteen winners, while 
A. Abel had fourteen to his credit. H. Thurber nnie eleven and G. Mein ten. 

J. H. Partridge was the most siiceessful of the trainers, saddling six winners. W. A. 
Burttscbell. W. Shields, J. G. Wagnon and A. S. Woodliffe each had five to their credit.

Pennant five. .lohren has 
two. I'nlike their mothers, tliey are a sc- 
ciable lot, walking over you and biting at 
your coat. Among them is a very fine colt 
by Peter Pan from Tanya, by Meddler. Tan- 
ya w.'is one of the best race mares of lier 
age. winner of Hie Dcimont Stakes. Tliere 
is also a rattling fine colt by Pennant from 
Kncliantin.g, by St. Victrlx, a cliestnut with 
considerable wliile about liim. A brown filly 
iiiarkcd witli a star by (’hide from Rowe’s 
Bud. by Br(*omslick. is a real beauty, tiiitl 
so is the brown filly by (’hide from Flying 
VVitdi, by Broomstick, marked witli a blaze 
and bolli liiml pasterns white. The (’hide — 
Wendy filly is promising. "We’re quite fond 
fif our Broomstick mares,’’ said Mr. Haines. 
"Most of these are Broomstick mares; they're 
young and are good milkers.’’ 

Mr. Whitney's success as a breeder has 
equaled that as a turfman. Fnless it be Mr. 
Madtlen. no «>ther breeder lias in recent yeai.s 
produced more winners ami many 'of tliem 
winners of important events, it miglit be 
said no other breeder breeds so many liorses ; 
but it must be remembered that ills e.v- 
penses are enornious and compel liim to seek 
every fair means to make iiis racing pay ex- 
penses, wliidi it is doubtful if they do. Mr. 
Rowe, liis trainer, told us last season tliat 
he was often ashamed to render his niontlily 
aceount. so great were Hie expenses incurred. 
It is. or should be. a matter of congratula- 
tion that we have an owner willing to assume 
such exiiense ami we should hail his success 
witli pleasure. His brother and his sister- 
in-law are also coming rapidly to the fore. 
Rarhary Bush, a colt now in the Greentree 
Stable, was not only tiie fitiesf two-year-old 
la.st year, but tlie finest colt of that age we 
ever saw ; a giant in stature ami a wonder 
in development ; and. unless appearances arc 
deceptive, the oHier branch of tlie V.TiIttiey 
family has in this colt the weapon witli 
whlcli to turn the "blue and brown" flank 
when he sports the "pink and black" of 
Greentree.

WASHINGTON’. D. G.. March ID.— Matthew 
Brady is one of the trainers who long ago 
found out what an e.xcellent winter training 
ground there was at the old Benning track 
and each cold season for some years he has* 
been there with his string. Thi.s stable con- 
sists cf the horses of .losoph K. Davis and 
is composed chiefly of jumpers.
